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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

Korean foreign priority document(s) 2001-667, filed January 5, 200 1 and 
submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), has NOT been received. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
claims are allowable over the prior art of record, because the prior art is silent to a 
polymer electrolyte comprising: 0.1 to 90% by weight of a first compound represented 
by formula 1, a second compound represented by formula 2 or a mixture of the first 
and second compounds; 0. 1 to 90% by weight of a third compound represented by 
formula 3; and 9.8 to 99.8% by weight of a nonaqueous organic solvent containing 0.5 
to 2.0 M of a lithium salt wherein: 

Formula 1 is CH (R1)=C(R2)-C(=0)0-R3-N(R4)(R5), 
Formula 2 is CH (Rl)=C(R2)-C(=0)0-R3-CN f 

Formula 3 is Z-( -Y-X-C(R2)=CH(Rl)}n, wherein Rl through R5 are defined in 
claim 1. 

The prior art, such as Hasegawa et al. U.S. Patent 5,972,539, teaches a solid 
electrolyte comprising an ion conductive polymer matrix having moieties derived from 
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a halogen or phosphorus-bearing compound and capable of imparting flame 
retardance to the polymer matrix, wherein the compound may be selected from 
(CH^CR^OO)^, (CH 2 CR 2 COO) n (R 3 0) m PO(OR 4 ) 3 . m or 

(Ch 2 C(R 2 )C(=0)(R 3 0)P(=0)(OR 4 ) n OC(=0)C(R 2 )=CH 2 . The reference is silent to a solid 
polymer electrolyte comprising the compound formulas 1,2 or 3. Therefore, the 
subjection invention is patentably distinct from Hasegawa.
